Pekin Reported Hopeless on July stk An- 
other Atrocious Massacre Reporteé from 
Moukden. 


Winnipeg, July 27. °09. 

London. July 27th, 4:30 a. m.; With 
the report that the allies wiil begin 
the advance upon Pekin in a {fort- 
night and in view of Admiral Sey- 
mour’s visit of inspection to the Yang 
Tse ang, the feeling is that no great 
time will elapse before matters — as- 
sume a more definite shape. There is 
an uncenfirmed rumor that 60 Pro 
testants and Catholic \missionaries 
have bern massacred. in Ki Yuan Fu 
and the vicinity. The Shanghai cor 
respondent of the ‘Daily Mail,  de- 
seribing the massacre at Moukden, 
says: 

“The bishop had armed 200 converts 
to defend the cathedral and a body 
of Chinese troops had been-sent to ce- 
fend the converts, but the soldiers 
were leagued with.the Boxers. While 
the Christicns were holding a service, 
believing themselves safe under the 
protection cf the troops, the siznal 
Was ‘giiren and the so!ldiers and Boxers~ 
surrounded ana set lire to the church, 
petting the escaping worshippers to 
the sword. The bishop was captured 
and taken to the Viceroy’s Yamen 
where he was diabolicaily tortured and 


decapitated. His head now hangs in 
front of the Yamen.” 4 
The Daily Mai) explains ,that the 


Chinese employee of the British lega- 
tion who, according to its advices yes- 
terday escaped from Pekin to  Nian 
Chwang and reported there that 
when he jieft Pekin most of the mem- 
bers of the lezation were dead and the 
condition of the others was hopeless, 
sfaittes that he did not actually leave 
Pekin ‘until July 8 This goes to show, 
if his statement is to be relied upon, 
thajt a general massacre had not oc 
curred oa July 6th as had bee 
ported. 

“There is no further news from Pekin 
expept that a ccurier stated that the 
legations were stijl standing on July 
8th. Reports have come to Slanzhai of 
4a massacre of missionaries anda ter- 
rible story of 200 converts being killed 
ita cathedrai at Moudken. The allies 
will not advance on Pekin for a fort- 
night. Thousands of Chinese so'diers 
are arriving at Yank disguised as cool- 
ies and the general tenor of the situay 
tion is that China is preparing for war 
on the pewers of Europe.

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HALF-BREED SCRIP. 

A eubseriber ia the States asks for 
an explanation of what is meant by 
“acrip.” The enquiry is brought out 
by the reports of the, movements of ihe 
two scrip commissions now on tour in 
the Territories. While no explanation 
is necessary to most of the old timers 
in the country no douiit something of 
the kind would be acceptable to the 
more recent setilers. and their friends 
in other paris of yCanada and _ the 


———— 


States. 

Scrip has something of ths nature 
of paper maney, but in the case of the 
halbreed scrip now being issued At is 
aj promise by the government to pay 
land, not to pay money. To be more 
rbcurate it is a promise on the part of 
the government that the scrip will be 
accepted in payment for land. 

The scrip isved In _ extinguishment 
of the Indian title in the Territories 
In dealing with the Indians of Mani- 
toba, and the Territories the Canadian 
goverament admitted owners:zip of the 
soil by the Indians, and purchased 
from them their rights ,under the 
termsidf the several treaties. The hal f- 
breeds claimed an interest in the In- 
dian right by reason of their part In- 
dian descent, and the Canadian gov- 
ernment acknowledged the right. But 
as they were not Indians they did not 
have the full rights of Indians, Be 
sides their habits of life made it un- 
desirable that the terms of the Indian 
treaties should be applied to them, 
and indeed they would not have been 
acceptable. The Indians were given 
their lands in reserves, the rights to 
which lands were held in common and 
besides the government promised 
them agsistance ard instruction \' at 
government cost. The half-breeds 
did not desire community ownership, 
They wanted their lands in se veralty, 
therefore although at first lands :were 
Bey,apart fur the. half-breeds in re- 
serves they were apportioned by lot 
to the individual half- breeds entitled 
to them, and the certificate that 
certain half-breed 
certain piece of 


a 

was entitled to a 
land was _ t2chni- 
cally called a scrip. But as the half 
breeds have the homestead rizhts of 
other citizens it frequently occurred 
that the half breed already held as a 
Fetithec ll the land he needed: and 
was prepared to dispose of the scrip 
which entitled him to other land as a 
half breed for cash. The system of 
allotments in halPbreed reserves ap- 
plied ‘to the province of Manitoba. 

In 1885 and 1886 the righis of the 
half+breeds of the Territories 


were | 
dealt with. It did not appear that 
the system which had been followed 
in Manitoba would be - saiisiactory 


in the Territories. The  half-breed 
who was entitled to scriy zenerally 
wanted it so that he could realize 


the largest amount of cash for it. 
No reserves were set apart, but the 
half-breed who actually wanted land 
could demand a lend scrip—that is a 
certificate that would entitla him te 
and secure patent for 240 acres of any 
unreserved iand in the Northwest 
Territories’ If he wished to immed+ 
lately realize on his half-breed right 
he could demand what was called 
money scrip,—that is the government 
Fromised to accept: the scrip issued to 
him: as $240 in payment forior upon any 
government Jand. This Scrip was 
tthnsferable by merely being passed 
from hand to hand. The ho'der, who- 
ever he might be, could either use it 
to purchase government land, or to 
pay, or partly pay, for - government 
land aiready purchased. There was 
thus a ready demand for tie cash 
a perceotage of discount. 
If the purchaser of land who had pay- 
ments to make to the government 
couid buy serip at anything iess than 
itd face value, the difference Was profii 
to him. The half-breed chasing to 
take money scrip could therefore al- 
ways depend on being able to sell it 
whenever he pleased at a greater oi 
lew discount as the demand and supply 
increased and decreased. No? so with 
the: half-breed who took land scrip, 
which was not transferable. The half- 
breed must himself locate and secure 
patent for the land,returninz the scrip 
to the government in exchange for 
the patent. If he wished iv dispese 
of it he must then wait for a purchas- 
er who might be slow in coming. Con- 
Sequently, although at the present 
eovernoment price of $3.00 an acre lang 
scrip was worth three times as much 
as cash scrip, a very much larger 
‘amount of cash scrip has alw ays been 
taken by the half-breeds than of land 
scrip, 

The Manitoba serip issue and: the 
Northwest issue of 1885 and 1885 ‘were 
to half-breeds living in July 1870, that 
being the dute of the transfer of the 
rights of the Hudson's Bay Company 
to Canada, znd was therefore assum- 
ed to be the date of the assumptica 
of responsibility by Canada. Once the 
half-breed’s right through the In- 


scrip—at 
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case of the Northwest ‘halftbreeds 
however, they claimed that the date 
fixed upon for the extinguishment of 
the half-breed title was arbitrary, and 
unfair to them. They argued that 
the transfer of the rights of the Hud 
son’s Bay Company did not. affect their 
rights and that the date wpon which 
they were treated with was the date 
which should be accepted for the ex- 
tinguishment of their title. In other 
words they claimed payment up to date 
of settlement ; that is that instead of 
payment being made only to half 
reeds born before July, 1870, and alive 
at that date, all born before, 1885, nnd 
alive at that date should be paid. This 
claim was refused for many years. 
Last year, however, 't became neces- 
sary to make a treaty with the In- 
dians of the Athabasca district, and 
of course the half-breeds had to be 
dealt with as well. It was quite evi- 
dent that a settlement with the halft 
breeds of Athabasca only up to 1870 
would not be accepted as a settlement 
and could not be upheld as  equit- 
able. After full consideration it was 
decided to adapt the principle of a fset® 
tiement up to date; and when this 
was adopted for Athabasca it had also 
to be accepted for the rest of the Ter- 
ritories, Theissue of scrip) now in prop 
gress is the result, and is to all halft 
breeds born in the Territories from 
July, 1870, to Dee. 31st, 1685, and alive 
at the latter date, which has been fix- 
ed) as the date of extinguishment of 
half-breed rights in the Territoriest 
Thislis the last issue of half-breed scrip 
thait can be looked for in Manitoba 
or th> Northwest Territories, This 
naturally tended 4&t first to induce 
high prices, but the fact that the is- 
sue is likely to be much larger than 
was ever anticipated has since had a 
somewhat depressing effect. 


B. C. LEGISLATION OPENED. 

In opening the session of the British 
Columbia legislature at \Victoria on 
Thunsday, Sir Henri Joly, in the speech 
from the throne, after regretting the 
fact of the war going on yet in South 
Africa and that trouble had arisen in 
China,, favorably commented on Car- 
ada’s loyalty to the Motherland. Nat- 
withstanding the temporary wave of 
depression, the province, he stated, was 
ia a fpirly prosperous condition. Met;- 
alliferous‘mining, which was more part 
ticularly affected, resuming a more 
normal condition of \activity,. He 
said, “I anticipate a largely increased 
output for the present year.” Coal 
mining in East Kootenay and on 
Vancouver Island is on a prosperous 
basis, the outrut in the past year ex 
ceeding that of any other year. Lum- 
beriaz is in a prosperous condition 
and foreign demand continues active. 
Agriculture, including fruit growing, 
daicgying, stock raising, and other 
branches is making steady progress 
with prospects of ultimate great de- 
vefopments The fisheries last year 
were successfully prosecuted, but it 
is yet, too early in the season to in- 
dicate the results of the present 
year’s opera'tions.” 

“T observe that sinee the corres- 
pondence between the government of 
British Columbia and the federal and 
Imperial governments relative to 
Asiatic immigration has been pub- 
lished, a large inilux of Japanese has 
taken plaice and it is the intention of 
the government to make strong rep- 
resentations to the authorities at Ot 
tawa and in Great Britaid with a 
view to protecting the interests of the 
laboring classes against ‘the  conse- 
quences of what threatens to be an 


alarming increase of the Japanese.”

ATTITUDE OF THE POWERS TOWARD CHINA 

A London despatch of the 19th, to 
the New York Journal and Advertiser 
says: “The Chinese invasion of the 
Amuc province is equivalent to (a 
declaration of war against Russia, 
which, construing it as such has 
handed the Chinese envoy at St. 
Petersburg his passports and ret 
questea him to leave the “country, 
alon with the members of his mission. 
The importance of this Chinese de- 
claration of war against Russia and 
of this bold invasion of Russian terri- 
tory lies in the fact that as the 
matter now stands, it virtually ree 
leases the Czar from obligations to 
the foreign powers to act in concert 
with them in China. He is placed 
thereby in a position te act inde- 
pendently, and not only with refer- 
ence to the defence of his dominions 
against Chinese invasion, but also 
as regards the country and eventual 
march upon Pekin. Should the Rus- 
sian army {proceeding from ,Siberia 
reach Pekin and capture it before the 
allies could get at it from the Pacific 
coast, the Czar would be able to dic- 
tats terms to the Chinese without re- 
ference to their wishes, virtually es- 


tablishing himself as master of the 
country. i 

The British and German govern- 
meats, have decided to abandon 


the policy they have pursued <. until] 
now and to declare war upon ihe Chic 
nese government, thus placing ihem- 
selves in line with Russia, and France 
and the United States are expected 
to foliow suit immediately.

The bill of the postmaster-general 
to raduce to 1-8 of a cent per pound the 
rostage on newspapers ,within the 
province of publication came to grief 
in the Senate.

Monday morning was chiefly occu- 
pied by a cfigcussion which arose out of 
the reports of the dehates committee 
recommending an increase of salary to 
the Freach translators on account of 
the great length of the session. This 
WaS made the basis of a discusion on 
the general question of long sessions 
and indemnity to members, as we)! as 
payment to transialors and cther or 
ficers of the House. A plea was made 
on behali of the translators by Mr. 
Bourassa that they were employed for 
2 much ljonger time chan they expect- 
ad ito be when they engaged, that their 
work was exceedingly well done and 
that as 1ts chief value was in its lit- 
erary accuracy, in which it excelied, 
it was only fair jthat an_ increase 
should be made. He was supported by 
Mr. Bourgeon and Mr. Lariviere, con- 
servatives, but was - opposed by Mr. 
McMullen wand Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
who moved an adjournment of the de- 
bate on the report. The motion to 
adjourn the debate had the same e=- 
fect as a direct negative as its being 
so close to the end of the - 
the’ adjournment meant 
it could not again be taken up.

In the part of the discussion which 
related to indemnity to members it 
was set forth very clearly that the 
indemnity was not at all proportionate 
to the time \occupied. Very little 
hope was held out of the sessions be- 
ing shortened very materially and it 
seemed to be thoroughly accepted that 
if long sessions continued and, the same 
rate oa? indemnity was maintained that 
men in active business life would 
necessarily be driven out of parliat 
ment. and that the future represen- 
tatives would be eitber the rich man 
to whom inemnity made no diiferenre 
or ths poor man to whom it was an 
adequate salary. An unfavorable com- 
parison was drawn between the salary 
of the ministers and that of the ordin- 
ary members. it was pointed out 
that while the member receives only 
$1,000.00 for practically six months 
session the Minister receives $4,000 for 
thalt period, his salary being at the 
rate of $8,000 per year. Mr. McMullen 
spoke strongly on this subject and de- 
clared that in the case of soine of the 
members of the Cabinet he did not 
consider tha't their extra services en- 
titlediihem to such difference in salary 
over the ordinary members. Sir Wil- 
frid admitted that the indemnity was 
rot adequate in the case of such 
long sessions. He was willing to con- 
sider a proposition to permanent!y in- 
crease ithe idemnity but was very much 
against any temporary increase by 
reason of a particular session being 
lengthened out. If members found the 
sessions too long the remedy was to a 
certain extent in their own hands. 
They could shorten the sessions by 
shortening their speeches. 

Mr. Bourassa brought up tife quest- 
ion of military assistance to the 
British government in China and 
wanted to know the position of the 
government on that - question. Sir 
Wilfrid replied that \ the govera- 
ment had no present intention of of- 
fering any aid in the case of the Chin-+ 
ese war but that if as the wan prog 
gressed public opinion seemed to dev 
mand it the government would take 
such steps as might meet the popular 
However, aiction would not be 
taken without consulting parliament. 

Mr. Oliver asked if it was the intent- 
ion to provide pensions to volunteers 
disabled in the South African war or 
to make any provisions for ihe sup- 
port of dependants of tnose who had

lost their lives in that war. The Min- 
inister of militia replied that the ar- 
rangement with the government pro-

AN INACCURATE FEPORT. 

In the House of Commons on Satur- 
day, July i4th, Mr. Oliver drew at- 
tention to an inaccuracy appearing in 
ths report of the department of — in- 
terior regarding immigration as folt+ 
lows: {From Hansard.) \ 

Mr. Frank Oliver (Alberta). 1 wish 
to draw attention te an inaccuracy in 
the report of the department of the in- 
terior.. On page 16 of the report, I 
find the following :— 

The Galicians who have gone into 
Manitoba and the \Northwest Ter- 
ritories during the past three years 
numbering about 16,000; while at- 
tiractiag a great deal of attention 
on arrival, have been so well settled 
—being divided into smail colonies 
that they have been little heard 
of since, 

The words “being divided into small 
colonies” clearly conveys an imaccur- 
ate idea, inasmuch as in the colony 
which exists 35 or 40 miles east of Ed; 
monton, there are half of tha whole 
number of these Gaiicians, that is to 
say, about 8,006. 1 vhink it is desir- 
able that the House should have a 
thorough understanding of the facts 
in such an important matter, and that. 
so far as this settlement is ‘concerned, 
they are not in = small colony. Fur- 
ther on in the report I[ read: ca 

They are now considered by the 
residents a decided advantage to 
the locality and are making quite 
as good progress as any other class 
of settlers in the country, The ob 
jection. to this nationality which ex- 
isted in the popular mind a year or 
two ago and which was the subject 
of} much newspaper discussion, has 
quite passed away. 

That may be a matier of opimon; 
but my position, as representative of 
the district in which a large number 
of these people are settled, compels 
me to say that the objection kas not 
passed away.

THE CHINESE EMPIRE. 

The Tartars, who overthrew the na- 
tive Chinese dynasty of China in 1644, 
are the ruling ciass-in.China. There 
are in the neizhborhood of 10,000,000. 
Tartars in the empire. The “Chinese 
piztails” dates from the Tartar inva- 
sion, when the Tartars forzed the Chi- 
nese to grow queues atter the Tar- 
tar custom, as a mark of subjection. 
Thousands of Chinese were killed for 
refusing to plait their hair, and even 
niw the New China party has as one 
of its subjects the abolition of the old 
rule. There are, or were until recent- 
ly, less than 12,000 foreigners perman- 
ently residents in China. Of this num- 
ber 5,000 are British, 1,600 Americans 
and 1,200 Japanese, 

China and its dependencies have a 
tptal area of 4,218,401 square miles and 
a population of 402,680. In area it 
includes nearly one-twelfth of the 
total area of the globe, while its popu- 
lation includes nearly one-third of all 
the people in the world. As compared 
with the United States the agg 
island possessions being excluded, C hi- | 
na has 800,000 more square miles of 
territory and more than five times 
aS many inhabitants. The population 
of China proper per square mile is 292,- 
thajt of the state of Rhode Isiand is 
254, and that of Texas six; 

China is tne land where everything 
is upside dewn. Thus is Canton the 
women act as sailors and boatmen, 
while the men are employed as cham- 
bermaids. laundresses and seam- 
Kiresses. In salutuition the Chinaman 
shakes his own hand instead of that 
of his visi‘or, As a mark of respect 


bom 


ha puts his hat on instead of taking 
it off. Their siznboards are perpendi- 
cular instead of horizontal. In read 
ing Chinese yrint it is necessary to 
begin ait the right hand side at the 
bottom and read to the left and up. 
The Chinese raise the toe of the shoe 
and depress the heel instead of raising 
the heel, so that they sometimes ap- 
pear to be in danger of failing over 
backwards . 

During the year 1898 China import- 
ed from :]'! foreign nations goods 
valued at $146,000,000. During the 
same year the exports of China 
amounted to $11,000,000. As an evil 
dence of which na‘ion has the great- 
est interest in China as far as ‘trade 
and commerce go, it may be stated 
that of the total of Chinese imports 
(ireat Britain and its colonies supply 
goads to the amount of §111,000,000, 
while of the exports it buys about 
$60,000,089, or more than one-hali. 
Mostt of the English trade with China, 
is transacted through the British 
Crown colony of Hong Kong, which 
was ceded to Great Britain by China 
in 1841. During the same year the 
United States imgorted goods from 
China to the value of 313.096.0900 and 
sent back in return American goods 
valued, at a little more than $9,909,000 

If the Chinese thernselves are to be 
believed, the Chinese Empire has ‘been 
in existence for more than 100,600 
years. Other students say that it was 
founded 2,500 years before Christ, and 
by some Fohi supposed to be the Noah 
of the Bible, is considered the founder. 
The great wall of China, portions of 
which ars still in evidence, was com- 
pletedi211 B. C. Printing is said toijhave 
been known in China as early as 202 
B.C. Ia 1517 A.D. +be first Europeans 
airrived in China. In 1575 Jesuit mis- 
ssionaries were sent to China from 
Rome. In 1662 a general earthquake 
shook the empire and more than 300.- 
000 people were killed at Pekin alone. 
Tea, was first brought to England in 
1660.Commerciai relations between 


China and Russia began in 1719.

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LETTER FROM CAPE NOME. 

The following letter from “Billy” 
Clark, formerly of Edmonton, now of 
Nome, Alaska, hss been received by 
Richard Secord. The lettor was writ- 
ten from Nome on the i6th June. Mr. 
Clark says: ‘ 

“Booming; well I should smile; this, 
town is a whirlwind of -excitement-. 
Five thourand people janded in 48 
hours, and not half the boats in yet. 
Lawyers, doctors, gambless, thieves, 
and fools; chiefly the latter. For all 
the unitold misery in the world I think 
thiis place will see it this year. There 1s 
room and work here for about 4,000 
people and about. 30,000 will be here in 
one week. The chechalkers (greenies) 
won’t work. Wages are good; people 
on the streets are prayed for to go te 
work especially cooks and waiters at 
$8 i $15 per day, but they will not for 
they are all on to make a fortune in 
a week or two. People wher they get 
of the bouts here pick up sand off the 
peach, first thing, and look to see 
iJ they can see the gold. , You never 
saw such a disappointed set in your 
life. Mining machines of all descrip- 
tions fram a common long tom to fine 
machinery tbat costs thousands, to 
work the beach. There is no use talk- 
ing this is a most wonderful country; 
told everywhere, but oniy a few pla- 
ces heavy—but where it lays it is eaor- 
mous. A set of sluice boxes on Anvil 
Creek runs on an average of $16,000 
per day.

Malcolm Groat recently received a 
letter from is son, Forbes, who went 
to South Africa. with the Mounted Rif+ 
les, The letter is dated on June i8th 
from Maitland, Headquarters Cavalry 
Camp. Mr. Groat had been attached 
to Remington’s Scouts, but haid been 
taken ill and) had just got out of he 
hospital after a mionth’s stay when ithe 
letter was written. The Mounted 
Rifles have evidently had pienty of ex- 
citement since reaching Aftica’s Sun- 
ny fountains and golden sands. Mr. 
Groajt. says: “I have seen some lively 
times while I was scouting. They 
(the Boers) would hide behind the 
rocks, and as it generally was in the 
morning and raither dark I have been 
within 100 yards of them before they 
would Start to jira on'me. I have been 
reported taken prisoner, for I have 
been seen right among. tham: when 
they ‘began firing “and was not ‘seen 
to escape, but always managed to. 
They thou:rthit they had me, but when 
they ‘ordered me to stop, I stopped 
them with a reply from my rifle. They 
are the mo=t treacherous beggars that 
a man could deal with, but our boys 
keep them on the run.” While he was 
at Bloemfontein enteric fever was 
very prevalent. and there were 30 to 
40 funerals a day. Mr. Groat gives 
his opinion of Scuth Afiz’ca as follofws: 
“You Speak of my liking the place; but 
it awvon’t hold me any longer than I wan 
help.” His opinion of the moral and 
intelleatual standing of the \3ritish 
private soldier, is anything but com+ 
plimenttary.
